The Jueterbog-Altes Gager (IT 52/A 69 ) airfield was 
observed bet’ sen 11 a„m„ and 12:30 p.rru on 17 July 1950* 
Construction on the runway was completed;, The light poles 
along the runway were still there but the railroad tracks 
and most of the sheds on the landing field were being dis- 
mantled, About 250 laborers were working on both taxiways. 

A construction worker said that half of the construction 
firms doing the work at the field, had completed their 
orders and left. According to the workers, all the con- 
struction work would be completed in three or four weeks, *
